OsservaTions on the New Form of Process. 
(Concluded from our paper of Wednefday laft.) 

5. |* chap. viii. § 12. we find this claufe, “ An 

appeal having been made by any of the par- 
ties, the members of the inferior court, who are 
conftituent members of the court of review, fhall not 
be allowed to fit, vote, or determine in the caufe 
appealed, or in any queftion relative thereto 3”—(fo 
far it is well; but it is added) “ neither /hall they

they had been fubjected formerly to a hardthip from 
which it was now intended to relieve them in fu- 
ture. 

The ftate of this matter muft be explained. In 
conformity to the peculiar nature of our ecclefiafti- 
cal republic, the members of inferior courts have 
been in ufe, for time immemorial, in every cafe of 
appeal or of complaint, to confider it as their duty 
and their privilege to go to the bar of the court of 
review, to ftate the grounds on which they gave 
judgment, and to prove, as far as they could, to the 
Church at large, that what they did was rightly 
done. From this inftitution, the court of review 
hath often been enabled to comprehend the merits 
of caufes more clearly than would have been poflible 
by any other means. Thefe appearances are acts of 
refpect ‘ the fupreme court, at the fame time that 
they:tend: to the exoneration of the inferior judica- 
ture. “This right is intended to be abolifhed under 
a curious faving claufe, “ ualefs they require it.’”’ 
The firft characters in the Church are in ufe to go 
to the bar as parties ; they ufe to confider it as a re- 
fpeétful duty which they owed both to their prefby- 
tery and to the Affembly; but when this practice 
fhall be fo pointedly difcountenanced by the ftatute 
law, fuch men will never be feen there again. They 
will not, in the firft inftance, require the Affembly 
to let them make fpeeches. In fhort, this faving 
claufe, tranflated into plain Englifh, is this, That in 
future men of common modefty fhall not fpeak at 
the bar ; but petulant youths, who may have the im- 
pudence to make a particular requifition to be heard, 
though out of the ufual courfe of bufinefs, thall be 
indulged in the liberty to expofe themfelves. : 

The abolition of the bar-appearances of the clergy 
is to be regretted by all men who attend the Affem- 
bly as a theatre of eloquence, and by all who confi- 
der the refpectability of that court, in the eye of the 
world, as a circumftance connected with the dignity 
of our eftablifhment ; for it is a well-known faé, 
that every Affembly in time paft hath owed more of 
its fplendour to the bar than to the court ; and that 
the beft fpeeches, beyond comparifon, which are pro- 
nounced within the walls of the houfe, are from the 
clergy at the bar, conducting bufinefs. either as com- 
plainers or defenders ; where, with manly republi- 
can firmnefs, they ftand forth to maintain right, or 
to expofe wrong, and prove, by the effects of their 
appearances, how much plain, {trong fenfe is fupe- 
rior to verbal quibbles and profeffional artifice. 

Why is this right of defence to be buried, toge- 
ther with the right of complaint? What harm hath 
it ever done? I have never heard the fhape of a rea- 
fon for this ’alteration, but that the inferior civil 
judges do nét thus appear before the courts of ap- 
peal. Unlefs this maxim of affimilating our proce- 
dure to that of the civil courts fhall be finally abju- 
red in our new arrangements, the Church will be 
wrecked altogether. Let Montefquieu, the father 
of political wifdom, be heard in this matter, and he 
will tell us, that laws mutt bear their analogy to the

and that to borrow thofe regulations wht 80 3 
belong to one fyftem, and to adopt them under a

By the banithment of prefbyteties from the bar of 
the Affembly, there will in mott cafes remain but 
one party, viz. the appellant, who will come and 
tell his own ftory, and the cour: will havé ao means 
of further information in the matter.

It a3 a regulat 
court, which, with folemmity and deliberation, fete 
tles the affairs of the Church, inftead of a pominal 
convocation, as this overture would make it, which 
meets to difpatch two or three formal matters, and 
is diffolved, and which’ clergy and gentlemen at a 
diftance will not think it worth their while to att 
tion of the right of Complaint, a 
beft part of the remaining bar, how gentlemen will 
contrive to {pin out the poor remnant of e¢clefiaftical 
bufinefs, fo as to make any thing like a decent fef-. 
fion, is to me incotceivable, The ftory of fertles 
ments is all over, Patronage overtures are not likes 
ly to be revived. I believe, however, that the clef- 
gy will contrive to put off the evil day, and that, 
upon the ground which they iohetit from their fae 
thers, they will combat ten days of every year fot 
ten years to come, before they fubmit to this form 
of procefs, which would render all their courts in+_ 
fignificant in all time coming. ' 

By this new form of procefs, it appears that pre+ 
fbyteries, or the members of pre(byteries, are avow- 


ly to be ftripped at once’of the three great and .. 


~ a 


the clergy, and delivered up to the lawyers. If the 
clergy of the Church are capable of acquiefcing im 
thefe propofitions which are now under t i 
pethaps it is right that they fhould not longer be en- 
trufted with the management of their own affairs. 

It does not appear to me that prefbyteries can, 
with fafety to their owe rights, return the overture 
to the Aflembly with partial correétions and arhend< 
ments. The errors are fo interwoven into its fub- 
ftance that it does not admit of fuch correction. The 
danger lies here, that a majority of prefbyteries may 
approve of the overture in general, different a- 
mendmeats may be offered fiom’ different quarters, 
by which means there may not be @ majority of the 
Church objecting to the fame particular circumfan« 
ces in any cafe; and they will be held as agreeing 
to whatever is not condemned by the majority, while 
the approbation of the fchemte, in a general. views 
may feem to leave the Affembly at li to 
fuch partial cortections as they may judge expedient, 
and to enact the overtare into ftatute Jaw in the 
Church, in which event the dignity of our eftablith- 
ment is betrayed and undone. 

I hope the clergy will attend to this interefting 
circum{tance in their prefent fituation, that the cor- 
rections of prefbyteries are not worth one farthing if 
the overture is approved in cumnulo ; becaufe, ualefs 
each individual objection is mentioned by at leaft 37 
prefbyteries, the Affembly cannot adopt it; and 
they will adopt every elauhs which is not thus gene- 
rally condemned. The only fafe courfe which res 
mains, is fimply to difapprove of the overture; and 
let the Affembly be moved to recommit the bufinefs, 
that an overture, conftructed upon better principles, 
may be brought forward. 

The defects of the Form of Procefs of 1707 may 
be eafily fupplied ; but, were they never to be amend- 
ed, let us rather retain it as it is, than fuffer our 
prefbyteries to be difarmed, and the honour of our 
Affemblies annihilated. 

In two fentences, the defeéts of the Form of Pra 
cefs of 1707 may be remedied. For inftance, let 
it be overtured, 

ift, That application be made to Parliament for 
a law to give effet to fentences of fufpenfion, by 
providing from the ftipend a fund for an affiftant, (as 
above mentioned) and to fecure the attendance of 
witneffes upon libels inferring fufpenfion or depofi- 
tion.

There is alffo much juftice in’ the attention paid 
by her to her nephew, as from the flendernefs of 
his hereditary fortune, he is far from opulent, 

On Friday laft her Royal Highnefs the late 
Princefs Amelia, confulted her Phyfician, Doétor 
Warren, afking, with the moft firm compofure, how 
long he thought her exiftence mipht be prolonged ? 
He replied, “that it was impofhble ftrialy to af- 
certain; that her diffolution would probably take 
place within three or four days, but that it was 
within the limit of poflibility her life might be ex 
tended to aweek.”” This decifion-her Royal High- 
nefs received with truly Chri(tian fortitude. Her 
time, fince that day, has been employed in a¢ting as 
her own executrix.' She has difpofed of all her do- 
mettic affairs, adjufted the gratuities to be given to 
every perfon around her, and added a codicil to her 
will, which has been drawn up for a confiderable 
time. 

Dr Warren attended the Princefs in her laft mo- 
ments, and was in her room when fhe expired. 

Her Highnefs had a fingular prefentiment that 
her life would terminate in the fame month in which 
her Royal father and brother died ; and as the ex- 
pected, fo it happened. It is faid that fhe had 
made a new will annually for fome years paft. 

In confequence of the death of her Royal High- 
nefs the Princefs Amelia, both theatres, and other 
places of entertainment, were laft night fhut up by 
an order from the Lord Chamberlain’s office, and 
we hear, (though no time was particularly {pecified 
‘yefterday) will not be open till the day after her 
Highnefs’s funeral takes place.

The death of the Princefs Amelia will’ make a 
material alteration in the city parade on the enfuing 
Lord Mayor’s day. Inftead of the ufual proceflions 
by land and water, the Lord Mayor, Lord Mayor 
eleét, Aldermen, and other proper officers, will go 
in their private coaches through the city to the Ex- 
chequer Chamber in Wettminfter Hall, where the 
Lord Mayor eleé will take the cuftomary oaths ; the 
parade around the hall at Weftminfter will not take 
place; and, what is the wortt of all bad ftories, the 
ufual feftivity at Guildhall, which confifts of good 
eating and drinking, and a ball for the beautiful 


young females of the city at night, muft be poltpo- 
ned until another year. 

The late diftinguithed Duke of Cumberland de-: 
parted this life 21 years before his Royal fifter, his 
demife happening on the 31{t of October, 1765, im 
the 46th year of his age. He was interred the gth 
of November following (Lord Mayor’s. day) ia the 
Royal vault in King Henry the VIIth’s chapel, af- 
ter lying in ftate in the Prince’s chamber in the 
Houfe of Lords. 

About ro o’clock the fame evening, a fignal from 
Weltminfter-bridge, by the firing of a dy rockets 
was given, that the funeral proceflion was begun, 
which. fignal being anfwered by another from the 
center arch of London bridge, minute guns ,were 
immediately fired at the Tower, and fo contipued 
untily by fecond fignals from the fame places, 1 
was known the funeral ceremony was ended. Tbe 
great bells in feveral of the churches in London and 
Weftminfter alfo continued to toll uatil the funeral 
was over. 

George Nelfon, Efq; the Lord-Mayor elec, ac- 
companied only by Sir William Stevenfon, the late 
Lord-Mayor, the Aldermen and Recorder, went 
in a private manner to Weltminiter-hall to be {worn 
in; aod, after the ufual manner, to the Manfion- 
houfe.—-Notice was given from the Earl Marfhal’s 
office, that it was expected all perfons would put 
themfelves in decent mourniug, which commenced 
on the 10th of November, the day after the funeral. 

Except during a few late years, Prs. Amelia has 
been upon very cold and indifferent terms at St 
James’s, ever fince her father died. Indeed fome 
circumftances, which happened fhortly after his pre- 
fent. Majefty’s acceffion, very candidly account for 
coolnefs. In her father’s time fhe had a few rooms 
at St James’s, as well as the late Duke of Cumter- 
land ; which were taken from them both, although 
ever fince unoccupied, except during the fhort ” 
the King of Denmark made here.

thofe of the fig preceding years from 1774'to 1780, 
did not produce quite twelve millions of rubles. A 
ftriking proof of the rapidity with which the com- 
merce of that great city encreafes. Nor is its pro* 
grefs in the arts of civility and refinement, in works 
of public¢ magnificence and utility, Jefs confpicuous. 

In the courfe or the prefent year there has, beem 
brought into this country, 1,500,000l. of goldy-and« 
800,000 |. of filver coin, from the various nations 
of Europe ; and before the termination of the Year, 
it may be reafonably expected, that the whole. will: 
amount to the fum of three millions fterling ; for the. 
greatet part of the fix millions of dollars; lately 
" atrived at Cadiz from South America, will find its 
way into this country. 

It has been recommended, by the Proprietors of 
Eatt-India ftock, to the Court of Directors, to te 
confider a refolution they lately made to reduce the 
freight of their fhipping to 22 pounds per ton, inftead 
of 24 pounds. ‘The above refolution was paffed in 
confequence of fome fhipwrights, in feveral ports of 
England, having offered the Company to afford thip- 
ping for bringing home their commodities at a’ rate 
confiderably lower than has hitherto been paid to the 
old thip-builders, who, trufting to the good faith, of 
their employers, have funk an immenfe capital on 
‘the fuppofition that their veffels would be hereafter 
continued regularly, and, in their turns, in the Eatt 
India fervice. 

The fum.funk by the old owners, we are affured, 
amounts to no lefs than two millions ftetling, a proof 
how deeply they are interefted in the Company’s 
profperity, and how much they have confided in their 
honour. Thefe Gentlemen have for.a long courfe 
of years punctually performed their engagements to 
their employers ; but on the occafion of unforefeen 
difficulties, they have forborne to exact what in law 
they had a right to demand ; and, on all occafions, 
exercifed that indulgence and concern for the inte- 
re{t of the Company, which might be expected from 
men embarked with them in a common caufe. This 
fact is fully eftablifhed by the arrears which on too 
many occafions have been due, and by thofe which

vers.—2d, That the influence of the moon in fevers 
prevails, in a fimilar manner, in every inhabited part 
of the globe s and, confeqaently, that a fimilar at- 
tention to it is a matter of general importance in the 
practice of medicine. 

The above ingenious phyfician, fome time fince, 
had the care of a numerous body of foldiers in Ben- 
gal. The diforders were chiefly fevers,. or fluxes 
attended with fevers, and in. the fpace of the firft 
month above 400 men were taken ill. The greate(t 
part of thefe, however, got quit of the fever in the 
courfe of the eighth day which intervened between 
the full and the change of the moon, and, by the af- 
fiftance of medicine, were foon reduced to 70 or 80.

They return to China, where 
they take in a cargo for india, Tris, in fact, a 
voyage of fpeculation, highly laudable, and for its 
fuecefs has an undoubted claim to the. good withes 
of every liberal-minded man, who defires to fee the 
commerce of his country flourith ; at all times belt 
promoted, by giving fuch a due encouragement to 
the induftry of the individual, as may induce him 
to add the fruits of his labours to the common 
tock.”
